KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

In the House of Representatives, Feb. SO, 1839. 

A BILL from the Senate, entitled, an act author- 
izing the South-western Railroad Bank to estab- 
lish a branch in this State — was read the first 

time, as follows, viz : 

[concluded.] 

Sec. 17. That a meeting of the stockholders 
may be called at any time, by the president and 
directors, and a majority of them, or bv any di- 
rector who may protest against the proceedings of 
the board, or who may wish tho propriety of his 
dissent to be considered by the stockholders, or 
j whenever the holder of ten thousand shares, or up- 
j wards shall require the same; provided, that no 
such meeting of the stockholders shall be compe- 
tent to transact business, unless one monlh’s no- 
jtice thereof be given, in at least two public ga- 
zettes in each ol tho said States, unless a majority 
of the stock in the said bank be requested. That 
the lands, tenements and hereditaments, which it 
jShallbc lawful for the said corporation to hold, 
shall be only such as may be requisite for its im- 
mediate accommodation, for the transaction of 
.the business, and such as shall have been bona 
j fide mortgaged or assigned to it by way of securi- 
j ty or payment for debts previously contracted in the 
[course of its dealings, or such as shall have been 
purchased at sales upon judgements previously ob- 
tained. 

Sec. 18. Each share in the bank shall bn in- 
separably connected with a share in the railroad 
[company, and shall never be transferred without 
.it; and the forfeiture of the share in the railroad 
company for the non-payment of any instalment 
[called for thereon, shall induce a forfeiture to the 
.bank corporation of the corresponding share. — 
Railroad stock shall be assignable and transferable, 
[according to such regulations, and upon such terms, 
[as may be prescribed and fixed by the said Bank 
corporation, or the directors thereof. 

Sec. 19. The bills or notes which may be is- 
sued by order of the said bank corporation signed 
by the president and countersigned by the princi- 
pal cashier, as treasure thereof, promising the pay- 
ment of money, to any person or persons, his, her, 
or their order, or the bearer, though not under the 
seal of the said corporation, shall be binding and 
obligatory upon the said corporation in like man- 
ner and with like force and effect as upon any pri- 
vatc-persoe or persons issued by him, her, or them, 
in lus, her. or their private capacity, and shall be 
assignable and negotiable in like manner asif they 
were so issued by such private person or persons, 
his, her, or their order, shall be assigned by en- 
dorsement, in like manner, and with like effect, as 
foreign bills of exchange now are, and those which 
are payable to any person or persons, or bearer, 
shall be negotiable or assignable by delivery only. 

Sec. 20. Notes of twenty dollars, and under, 
my be signed by the president and cashier of the 
branches where they are payable, and shall have 
the same effect as they would have if signed by 
the president and cashier of the principal Bank. 

Sec. 21. That no less than five directors in 
the principal Bank, or four in a branch, shall con- 
stitute a board for the transaction of business, of 
whom the president shall always be one, except 
in the case of sickness, or necessary absence, 
when his place may be supplied by any other di- 
rector, whom he, by writing, shall nominate for 
the purpose; and, in default of such nomination, 
by the presdent, or in case of sickness or necessa- 
ry absence of the person so nominated, the board 
of directors may, by ballot, appoint a temporary 
president. 

Sec. 22. The directors for the time being 
shall have power to appoint such officers, clerks 
and servants, under them, as shall be necessary 
for executing the business of said corporation, in 
such manner and upon such terms as they shall 
deem necessary and proper; and shall also have 
power to remove said officers, from time to time, at 
their will and pleasure: and shall be capable of 
exercising such other powers and authorities for 
the well government and ordering of the affairs of 
tho said corporation, as shall be prescribed, fixed 
and determined, by tho laws and regulations 
thereof. 

Sec. 23. That the president, cashier, and 
clerks: in keeping the books of the said Bank, 
shall be and they are hereby declared to be exempt- 
ed from the performances of ordinary military du- 
ty, and from serving as jurors. 

Sec. 24. The capital stock of said Bank em- 
ployed in any branch, in this State, shall not be 
less than one hundred thousand dollars, nor more 
than one million of dollars; on which the said 
Bank shall pay the same tax or bonus as is required 
on the Bank stock of the Bank of Ky., and the 
NorthernBank of Ky, to-wit: an anual tax not ex- 
ceeding fifty cents on each hundred dollars so em- 
ployed, to be set apart and paid in the same man-' 
ncr and amount, and at the same time as the said 
Bank of Kentucky and Northern Bank of Kentucky 
are and shall be required to do by law: Provided, 
the State of Kentucky reserves to herself, without 
limitation, the full power of taxation over so much 
'of the capital of said Bank, as may be at any time 
employed in the Branch in said State: Provided, 
that the real estate of the said Bank, and its goods 
pledged for money lent, and its goods the produce 
'of its lands, may be taxed at the same rate as sim- 
ilar real estate and goods are taxed in the State, 
where the same may be situated. 

Sec. 25. That an real estate, bills, notes, mon- 
eys, profits, or other property whatever, which 
may, on the dissolution of said Bank corporation, 
bo owned or possessed by it, shall be held by the 
directors of said Bank, for the use and bcnofl of 
all persons bolding shares in said corporation, at 
the time of dissolution, and their legal assignees 
and representatives in average and proportion to 
the number or amount of a said shares. 

Sec. 26. In case the railroad company shall 
finish the road with a double track from Charleston, 
or the railroad of the South Carolina canal and 
railroad company to the Ohio river, or shall unite 



it in the State of Kentucky, with some other rail- 
, road which may connect it with the Ohio river 
within ten years from the first day of January, 
1 1837, or incase the said Louisville, Cincinnati 
and Charleston Rail Road Company shall, within 
I the same period, actually expend on the road the 
sum of twelvo millions of dollars, then tho said 
Bank shall have corporate existence for twenty-one 
years after the expiration of said ten years, other- 
jwise, it shall cease to lmvo coiporate existence 
after the expiration of said ten years: Provided, 

| however, that if, at the end of twelve years, from 
the 1st day of January, 1839, the company shall 
not have expended two millions of dollars on the 
road in tho State of Kentucky, should that amount 
be required to finish it in the State, then the Le- 
gislature, shall have full power to repeal the Bank 
: charter so far as Kentucky is concerned. 

Sec. 27. It is hereby declared, that in case the 
railroad company shall not, within five ycais, from 
the first day of January, 1837, have called in and 
expended, or made contracts tit the amount of 
[three millions of dollars, for the construction of 
jthe road, the grant of banking privileges hereby 
[conferred, shall cease and be revoked; in case the 
[construction of the railroad shall be suspended; af- 
ter the Bank goes into operation, for one year be- 
fore the final completion of the road, then this 
charter shall be taken and deemed as null and 
void; but the bank shall, in this contingency, 
be allowed two years for winding up their con- 
cerns without the privilege of doing new business. 

Sec. 28. The said Bank shall establish a branch 
in this State, for the transaction of its business, 
pursuant to the provisions herein before contained; 
Provided, that neither the principal Bank, nor the 
branch which may be located in this State, shall 
establish any agency in this Commonwealth, at a 
greater distance than twenty miles from the line of 
said railroad, to be located in this State with- 
out the consent of the Legislature first had and 
obtained. 

Sec. 29. That it shall bo lawful for the General 
Assembly, whenever it shall have reason to believe 
that the charter hereby granted has been violated, 
to order a scire facias, to be sued out from the Cir- 
cuit Court of the county in which the Branch Bank, 
hereby authorized, shall be located, in the name of 
the State of Kentucky, shall be executed upon the 
president, or any two of the directors, or upon the 
cashier of said Branch Bank, for the time being, 
at least ten days before the commencement of the 
term for tho said court, calling on said corporation 
to show cause wherefore their charter, hereby gran- 
ted, shall not be declared void — and it shall be law- 
ful of the said court upon the return of said scire 
facias, unless good cause be offered for a continu- 
ance, to examine into the truth of the alledged vio- 
lation, and if such violation shall be made to ap- 
pear then to pronounce and adjudge that the said 
charter is forfeited — annulled: Provided, however, 
every issue of fact which may be joined between 
[the Siate of Kentucky and the corporation afore- 
said, shall be tried by jury; and it shall be lawful 
[for the court aforesaid, to require the production of 
such of the books of the corporation as it maybe 
deemed necessary for the ascertainment of the 
[controverted facts; and it may be lawful for such 
person as may appear for the State, or for the corpo- 
ration, being dissatisfied with such final judgment 
as may be had in said courl, to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the State: Pr ovided, however, that 
in all cases where the charter of said Bank shall be 
[adjudged to be forfeited, and the corporation disso- 
lution or forfeiture being declared, shall not extin- 
guish the debts due to or from said corporation : 
but the court rendering such final judgment, shall 
proceed to appoint a receiver or receivers, who 
shall have full power to collect in his or their own 
names, all the debts due to said corporation; to 
take possession of all its property, to sell and dis- 
pose, and distribute the same, in order to pay off 
the creditors of said corporation, afterwards to 
reimburse the stockolders thereof, under such 
rules, regulations, provision and restrictions, as 
the comt rendering such judgment shall direct. 

Sec. 30. That no judgment, sentence, or de- 
cree, which may be pronounced, declaring the said 
charter forfeited and annulled shall be so construed 
as to exempt the said corporation, or any of its ef- 
fects, from the redemption of all debts and demands 
which may be against it at the time of pronouncing 
such final judgment, sentence or decree, or from 
distribution among the stockholders after the pay- 
ment of debts. 

Sec. 31. Be it further enacted, That none but 
citizens of the United States shall have the right of 
voting at the meeting of the stockholders. 

Sec. 32. And be it further enacted, That in 
case the said banking corporation should establish 
a branch in the State of Kentucky the principal 
Bank in Charleston, and branches thereof in the 
seneral States, shall, never charge and receive a 
higher premium, than one half of one per cent, on 
the checks that may be drawn by one on another: 
and that whenever the said principal Bank, or any 
of its branches, shall draw any check on any other 
Bank in any of the States of Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, North Carolina, or South Carolina or else- 
where, it shall not charge and receive a higher 
premium than one half of one per cent.; provided, 
that the Bank on which such check shall be drawn, 
shall, by reciprocal agreement, draw or be drawn, 
at no higher premium; and in case the said prin- 
cipal Bank, shall receive a higher premiun than 
[one half of one per cent, on any of its drafts, or 
[checks, aforesaid, the whole premium paid thcre- 
jon, with one hundred per cent, damages, and cost 
[of suit, may be recovered back, in an action for 
inonev bad" and received, against the principal 
'Bunk,” or the branch, which may have received 
such illegal premium. 

Sec. 33. And be it further enacted. That in 
case the said banking corporation shall establish a 
branch in the State of Kentucky on the bills of ; 
exchange, that the said principal lUnk, or any of 
its branches, may purchase, p&tfjETp in the United 
States, no grea:er rate of shall be requi- 

red or taken, than one per cent', Resides interest at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum for the time 



said bills shall have to run; and in case a larger 
discount shall bo required and taken, the whole 
amount of such discount, so required and nkta, 
|wiUione hundred par cent, damage* and eoat ef 
.suit, may be recovered in on action for hum* 
had and received, against the principal m 

the branch which may have required end taken 
such illegal discount. 

Sec. 34. And be it further enacted, That in caso 
the said bankcorporation shall establish a branch in 
Kentucky; the Legislature thereof may, at all 
times, order the affairs of the said branch to be ex- 
amined by a committee or committees; and it 
shall be the duty of said branch to exhibit to the 
said committees, all their books and evidences of 
debts, and to submit to an examination, on oath, if 
required, touching the affairs of the said branch 
and its instructions from said connection in busi- 
ness with the principal Bank and its other branch- 
es; and if, on legal proceeding instituted against 
the said branch, a forfeiture of this charter shall 
be declared, the said branch shall be forthwith sus- 
pended. 

Sec. 35. That in suits brought against the 
President. Directors and Company of the South- 
western Railroad Bank in this State, service of 
process on the President of the branch located in 
this State, or if there be no president, then on tho 
Cashier, or any other officer of said Branch shall 
be deemed a sufficient service on said Company. 

Sec. 36. Be it further enacted. That the branch 
of said Bank established in this State, shall be 
bound to receive the notes issued by the mother 
Bank, or any of its branches, whether payable at 
said branch or not, from individuals or from banks 
incorporated by this State, in discharge of any 
balance which may be due from any of them to 
said branch. 

Sec. 37. That the capital of the branch here- 
by authorized to be located in this State shall bo 
alloled to it from time to time, accompanied with 
a certificate of such allotment; which cirtificate 
shall be deposited in said branch, and be reported 
to the Legislature of Kentucky; and when so a!- 
lotted, said capital shall not at any time be demin- 
ished, without the consent of the Legislature; and 
the said branch shall at no time, exclusive of de- 
posits, owe more than twice the amount of the 
capital allotted, or bank to an extent beyond twice 
the amount of said capital. 

Sec. 38. Beil further enacted, That the pres 
ident and directors of the branch located in this 
Stale, shall be citizens thereof, and stockholders in 
said Railroad and Bank companies. 

And the question being taken on ordering said 
bill to be read a second time, it was decided in 
the negative.

Sir: — The New York Express of this _ morning con- 
tains an article attacking the character of the Honorable) 
William S. Fulton and the Hon. Ambrose Sevier, the 
two Senators from Arkansas, and is ovidcntly anxious to 
hold them up to the world as swindlers and defaulters, 
in the matter of the sale of certain Arkansas Bonus to 
tho Vico President, Colonel Richard M. Johnson. 

The foundation cf tho article, to which I refer, is laid 
on the testimony of Mr. Reuben M Whitney, the edi- 
tor in the regretted illness of Mr. 1 homas Allen, ot the 
Madisonian. It is somewhat singular that the Now 
York Express, after having labored with the Hon. Henry 
A. Wise and the Honorable Baillie Peyton, for months, 
if not for years, to destroy .Mr. Whitney, should now 
hail him as its Magnus Apollo.

there was not an\ thing to which the most fastidious 
moralist, the most astute and practical financier 
could object; and 1 hold myself ready to make 
good what I assert, at any time, at all times, in any 
places, and in all places. 

The transaction is precisely one of those opera- 
tions which daily take place in Wullstreet, between 
the banks and brok irs, ; nd, if you please, between 
the immaculate ranch of the Bank of the United 
Stales and your citizens.

From the Globe. 
THE U. STATES, vs. S L. GOUVERNEUR, LATE 
POSTMASTER AT NEW YORK. 

Suit was brought against Mr. Gouverneur for a heavy 
defalcation in his account with the Post Office Depart- 
ment. He denied his indebtedness; declared in open 
court, and caused it to bo reported in the newspapers 
that so far from being a defaulter, the Department was 
indebted to him, and by himself an able counsel made a 
most resolute defence. The case was, after voluminous 
testimony and long argument, in which Mr Butler, the 
district attorney, hud t) contend single-handed with 
three or tour distinguished lawyers, submitted to a jury, 
composed of six Federal Whigs, five Democrats, undone 
Conservative, who, after allow ing every claim of the 
least plausibility set up by Mr. Gouvcrncur, still found 
him in default UPWARDS OF TWENTY THOU- 
SAND DOLLATS, and so gave their verdict. 

The real character of Federal Whiggery has been 
signally illustrated in this case. Mr. Gouverneur de 
clarcd that he was not a defaulter, and the Federal 
press charged the Government with persecuting and op- 
pressing him. While the evidence in the case was still 
unfinished, the Courier and Enquirer of New Y’ork com 
menced discussing it merits, with the evident object of 
affecting the course of justice. Indeed, that paper pre- 
judged the ease, and declared beforehand that the Uni- 
ted States ought not to have a verdict. Tho following 
is an extract from its article, viz: 

“In his report of December, 1835, Mr. Kendall makes 
some remarkable admissions, which appear to us to pre 
elude the possibility of establishing any action of account 
on the evidence of boohs kept after the fashion here de- 
scribed. He states that the system on which the books 
of tho Department had been kept, precludes an exact 
statement of the revenue and expenditure which have 
accrued within any given period. When lie took charge 
of the Department, hesoon found that no satisfactory ac- 
count of its debts or means could, within any short peri 
od, bo drawn from its books. There was a debt of $300,- 
000 due to banks; tho outstanding acceptances of the 
Treasurer exceeded $390,000, and a considerable portion 
of the revenue of tho ‘largo offices’ had been anticipa- 
ted by drafts; a balance of tho books had not been effect- 
ed for twenty years; and. after full consideration, he 
had closed them, and opened a new set." 

The entiro article from which this extract is taken, is 
an outrage upon tho judicial authorities, and yet it has 
found its way into the National Intelligencer, Richmond 
Whig, and other organs of Federal Whiggery, which 
claim to be the peculiar advocates of “the Constitution 
and laws,” and of the due administration of justice. 

Notw ithstanding this direct attempt to influence the 
course of justice, Judge Betts had the “independence” 
to make a fair charge to the jury, whereupon, the lead- 
ng organ of “the law and order” party in New York, 
arraigns him after this fashion, viz: 

"The Gouverneur Case . — This case was given to the 
jury i esterday at about twelve o’clock, after a charge 
from Judge Betts, containing, in our view, much excep- 
tionable matter in point of statement and of law. The 
case for tho Government was put with some acuteness 
and clearness of argument; being well arranged and in- 
geniously developed. The defendant’s case was feebly 
and ineffectively presented: and the law of it was, to 
say the least, somewhat deficient in tho elements which 
should make it the perfection of reason.” 

The case being still before the jury, the Courierand 
Enquirer proceeds to give its verdict in the following lan- 
guage, viz: 

“When our reporter left the court-room, at about 
eight o’clock last evening, the jury had sent in for addi- 
tional papers in the case, with the declaration that there 
was no probability of their immediately agreeing on a 
verdict. Now that the case has been submitted, we are 
of course at liberty to speak without subjecting our- 
selves to the charge of improper and indecent interfer- 
ence in a pending suit. We feel bound, therefore, in 
duty, to the parties in interest, on tho full hearing of 
the evidence, and the charge of the judge to express our 
conviction that a more wanton and cruel persecution was 
never waged, than has been waged by the Government 
of the United States against Mr. Gouverneur. 

“We never know a more striking illustration than is 
presented by Mr. Kendall of tho vulgar adage — “Set a 
beggar on horseback and he will ride to the devil." It 
seems as if he wore determined to make up the deficien- 
cies of his predecessor, by preying upon the misfortunes, 
or imposing upon tho generous confidence of his agents. 
Mr. Gouverneur saved the Post Office from open bank- 
ruptcy, and the Administration from irreparable dis- 
grace. In the course, of liis efforts lie became involved 
in certain confidential negotiationsindependent altogeth- 
er of his position as Postmaster, and of which there is 
abundant evidence, from the letters of Barry, with Jack- 
son’s declarations, and the' testimony of Col Hamilton, 
that he relieved himself to tho last farthing. On these 
negotiations Mr Kendall has laid the basis of his suit, a 
suit which cannot fail ultimately to result, whatever 
may be the verdict in the present trial, to the discomfit- 
ure and disgrace of the Government, and the entire vin- 
dication of the defendant. 

Nevertheless, the jury, though a majority were polit- 
ically opposed to the Administration, found a verdict in 
favor of the Government for upwards of $20,000!’' 

Thus it is with these Federal It hig leaders, who are 
attempting to run the Administration down upon char- 
ges of defalcations. The moment the Government at- 
tempts to collect the people’s money of a defaulter, they 
become his friends and defenders, call it “wanton and 
cruel persecution,” and declare that it will result ‘to 
the discomfiture and disgrace of the Government.” 

They denounce defaults, but vindicate defaulters . — 
They abuse public officers because defaults occur, and 
abuse them more for attempting to punish and put an 
end to them. They denounced Maj Barry for his loose- 
ness, and denounce Mr. Kendall still more bitterly for 
his strictness. The one they abused forgetting the De- 
partment into embarrassment, and tho other forgetting 
it out. 

Could any th ; ng more clearly illustrate tho utter 
want of principle in the Federal organs? There arc 
points in this case to which we purpose referring hero- 
after. ’’

BY AUTHORITY. 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas a treaty of Commerce and Navigation be- 
tween the United States of America and His Majesty 
tenth 

the King of Greece, day of Deeember, in 

twenty-second 

of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty -seven; which treaty is word for word 
as follows: . , rT , 

Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between the United 

States of America and His Majesty the King of Greece. 

The United States of America and His Majesty the 
King of Greece, equally animated with the sincere de- 
sire of maintaining the relations of good understanding 
which have hitherto so happily subsisted between their 
respective States; of extending also, and consolidating 
the commercial intercourse between them; and convinc- 
ed that this object cannot better be accomplished than 
by adopting the system of an entire freedom of naviga- 
tion, and a perfect reciprocity, based upon principles of 
equity, equally beneficial to both countries; have, in con- 
sequence, agreed to enter into negotiations for tho con- 
clusion of a treaty of commerce and navigation, and for 
that purpose have appointed Plenipotentiaries: The 

President of the United States of America, Andrew Ste- 
venson, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plcnipoten-, 
tiary of the United States, near the court of Her Britan- 
ic Majesty, and His Majesty the King of Greece, Spiri-j 
dion Tricoupi, Counsellor of State on Special service, | 
His Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, 
near the same court, Grand Commander of the Royal 
Order of the Saviour, Grand Cross of the American or- 
der of Isabella, the Catholic, who, after having exchang- 
ed their full powers, found in good and due form, have 
agreed upon the following articles: 

article 1. — The citizens and subjects of each of the | 
two high contracting parties, may, with all security for 
their persons, vessels, and cargoes, freely enter the ports, 
places, and rivers of the territories of the other, wher- 
ever foreign commerce is permitted They shall be at 
liberty to sojourn and reside in all parts whatsoever of 
said territories; to rent and occupy houses and ware-hous- 
es for their commerce, and they shall enjoy, generally, 
the most entiro security and protection in their mercan- 
tile transactions, on condition of their submitting to the 
laws and ordinances of the respective countries. 

article 2. — Greek vessels, arriving cither laden or in 
ballast, into the ports of the United States of America, 
from whatever place they may come, shall be treated, on 
their entrance, during their stay, and at their departure, 
upon the same footing as national vessels coming from 
the same place, with respect to the duties of tonage, 
light-houses, pilotage, and port charges, as well as to the 
perquisites of public officers, and all other duties or char- 
ges, of whatever kind or denomination, levied in the 
name or to the profit of the Goucrnmcnt, the local au- 
thorities, or any private establishment whatsoever; and, 
reciprocally, the vessels of the United States of Ameri- 
ca arriv ing either laden, or in ballast, into the ports of 
the Kingdom of Greece, from whatever place they may 
come, shall be treated, on their entrance, during their 
stay, and at. their departure, upon the same footing as na- 
tional vessels coming from the same place, with respect 
to the duties of tonnage, light-houses, pilotage, and port 
charges, as well as to tho perquisites of public officers, 
and all other duties or charges, of whatever kind or de- 
nomination, levied in the name, or to the profit of the 
Government, the local authorities, or of any private es- 
tablishments whatsoever. 

article 3. — All that may be lawfully imported into 
the Kingdom of Greece, in Greek vessels, may also be 
thereinto imported in vessels of the United States of A- 
merica, from whatever place they may come, without 
paying other or higher duties or charges, of whatever 
kind or denomination, levied in tnc name, or to the profit 
of the Government, the local authorities, or of any pri- 
vate establishments whatsoever, than if imported in na- 
tional vessels. 

And reciprocally, all that may bo lawfully imported 
into the United States of America, in vessels of tho 
said States, may also be thereinto imported in Creek ves- 
sels, from whatever place they may conic, without pay- 
ing other or higher duties or charges of whatever kind 
or denomination, levied in the name, or to the profit of 
the Government, the local authorities, or of any private 
establishments whatsoever, than if imported in national 
vessels. 

article 4. — Ali that may be lawfully exported from 
the Kingdom of Greece, in Greek vessels, may also be 
exported therefrom in vessels of the United States of A- 
mcrica, without paying other or higher duties or charges 
•f whatever kind or denomination, levied in the name 
or to the profit of the Government, the local authorities 
or of any private establishments whatsoever, than if 
exported in national vessels. 

And reciprocally, all that may be lawfully exported 
from the United States of America, in vessels of the 
said States, may also be exported therefrom in Greek 
vessels, without paying other or higher duties or charges 
of whatever kind or denomination, levied in the name, 
or to the profit of the Government, the local authorities, 
or of any private establishments whatsoever, than if ex- 
ported in national vessels. 

article 5 — It is expressly understood, that the fore- 
going second, third, and fourth articles are not applica- 
ble to the coastwise navigation from one port of the 
Kingdom of Greece, to another port of the said Kingdom, 
nor to the navigation from one port of the United States 
of America, to another port of the said States; which 
navigation each of the two high contracting parties re- 
serves to itself. 

article 6. — Each of the two high contracting parties, 
engages not to grant in its purchases, or in those which 
might be made by companies or agents, acting in its 
name, or under its authority, any preference to importa- 
tions made in its own vessels, or in those of a third pow- 
er, over those made in the vessels of the other contract- 
ing party. 

article 7. — The two high contracting parties engage 
not to impose upon the navigation between their respec- 
tive territories in the vessels of either, any tonnage or 
other duties* of any kind, or denomination, which shall 
be higher or other than those which shall be imposed on 
every other navig dion, except that which they have re- 
served to themselves, respectively, by the fifth article of 
the present treaty. 

art cle 8. — There shall not be established in tho King- 
dom of Ureecc, upon the products of the soil, or indus- 
try of the United States of America, any prohibition, or 
restriction, of importation or exportation, nor any du- 
ties of any kind or denomination whatsoever, unless 
such prohibitions, restrictions, and duties shall likewise 
be established upon articles of a like nature, the growth 
of any other country. 

And, reciprocally, there shall not be established in the 
United States of America, on the products of the soil, 
or industry of tho Kingdom of Greece, any prohibition, 
or restriction, of importation or exportation, nor any 
duties of any kind or denomination whatsoever, unless! 
6uch prohibitions, restrictions, and duties, be likewise, 
established upon articles of like nature, the growth of 
any other country . 

article 9. — All privileges of transit, and all bounties 
and drawbacks which may be allowed within the terri- 
tories of one of the high contracting parties, upon the 
importation or exportation of any article whatsoever, 
shall likewise be allowed on the articles of like nature, 
the products of the soil, or industry of the other con- 
tracting party, and on the importations and exportations 
made in its vessels. 

article 10. — The subjects or citizens of one of the 
high contracting parties arriving with their vessels on 
the coasts belonging to the other, but not wishing to en- 
ter the part; or, after having entered therein, not wish- 
ing to unload any part of their cargo, shall be at liberty 
to depart and continue their voyage without paying any 
other duties, imposts, or charges whatsoever, for the ves- 
sel and cargo, than those of pilotage, wharfage, and forj 
the support of lighthouses, when such duties shall boj 
levied on national vessels in similar cases. -It is under-! 
stood, however, that they shall always conform to such 
regulations and ordinances concerning navigation and 
the places and ports which they may enter, as are, or

article 14. — In case any vessel of one of the high 
contracting parties shall have been stranded or shipreck- 
ed, or shall have suffered any other damage on the coasts 
of the dominions of the other, every aid and' assistance 
shall be given to the persons shipwrecked, or in danger, 
and passports shall be granted to them to return to their 
country. The shipwrecked vessels and merchandise, or 
their proceeds, if the same shall have been sold, shall be 
restored to their owners, or to those entitled thereto, if 
claimed within a year and a day, upon paying such costs 
of salvage as would be paid by national vessels, in tho 
same circumstances, and the salvage companies shall not 
compel the acceptance of their services, except in the 
same cases, and after the same delays as shall be grant- 
ed to the captains and crews of national vessels. More- 
over, the respective Governments will take care that 
these companies do not commit any vexations or arbitra- 
ry acts. 

article 15. — It is agreed that vessels arriving direct* 
i ly from the Kingdom of Greece, at a port of the United 
States, at a part within the dominions of his Majesty the 
King of Greece, and provided with a bill of health, 
granted by an officer having competent power to that 
effect, at the port whence such vessels shall have sailed, 
setting forth that no malignant or c >ntagcous diseases 
prevailed in that port, shall be subjected to no other 
quarantine than such as may be necessary for the visit 
of the health officer of the port where such vessels shall 
have arrived, after which said vessels shall be allowed 
immediately to enter and unload their cargoes; provided 
always, that there shall be on board no person who du- 
ring tho voyage, shall have been attacked with any ma- 
lignant or contagious diseases; that such vessels shall 
not during their passage have communicated with any 
vessel liable itself to undergo a quarantine, and that the 
country whence they came, shall not at that time be so 
far infected or suspected, that before their arrival, an 
ordinance had bced issued, in consequence of which, all 
vessels coming from that country should be considered 
as suspected, and consequently subject to quarantine. 

article 16. — Considering the remoteness of the res- 
pective countries of the two high contracting parties, 
and the uncertiinty resulting therefrom, with respect to 
arious events which may take place; it is agreed. 



that a merchant vessel belonging to either of them, 
which may be bound to a port supposed at the time of its 
departure to be blockaded, shall not, however be captur- 
ed or condemned, for having attempted a first time to 
enter said port, unless it can he proved that said vessel 
could and ought to have learned during its voyage, that 
the blockade of the place in question still continued. — 
But all vessels which after having been warned off once 
shall during the same voyage attempt a second time to 
enter the same blockaded port, during the continuance 
of said blockade, shall then subject themselves to be de- 
tained and condemned. 

article 17. — The present treaty shall continue in 
force for ten years, counting from the day of the exchange 
of the ratifications, and if, before the expiration of tho 
first nine years, neither of the high contracting parties 
shall have announced by an official notification to the 
other its intention to arrest the operation of said treaty, 
it shall remain binding for one year beyond that time, 
and so on, until the expirationof the twelve months 
which will follow a similar notification, whatever the 
time at which it may take place. 

article 18. — The present treaty shall oe ratified by 
His Majesty the King of Greece, and by the President 
of the United States of America, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, and the ratifications to 
be exchanged at London, within the space of twelve 
months, from the signature, or sooner, if possible.

Oj traoe. — Negro Sam, the property of Mr 
Wilson of Trigg county, has been tried, found guil- 
ty, and received sentence of death during the pre- 
sent term of the Christian circuit court, for violence 
upon the person of a Mrs. Hill of this county. — 
But few instances can be found in the history of 
crime, of a wretch so daring and persevering in 
villainous efforts, as this negro has been. About 
one o’clock at night, during the last days of April, 
Mis. Hill, a poor woman, whose whole family con- 
sisted of a little brother, nine or ten years old, 
and a small child or two of her own, was roused 
from her sleep by a noise in her room. She dis- 
covered that some person was in the room, and 
called upon the intruder to state his object. The 
negro replied in a manner that left her no grounds 
j to doubt of her perilous situation. In the same 
'moment she ordered the negro to withdraw, and 
1 directed her little brother to light a candle. The 
'negro threatened the boy with death if he struck a 
light, and immediately proceeded to the bed of Mrs 
Hill, and being a large and powerful man, he easi- 
ly accomplished his diabolical purpose upon the 
agonising and resisting woman, who is of a weak 
and delicate frame. The negro then loft the 
house, when the unhappy woman barred the door 
hoping to escape further injury. In a short time, 
however, the wretch returned, and directed her 
to open the door. She begged him to depart. — 
He refused to do so, and proceeded to force the 
door, when she escaped from the house by some 
other outlet than that which the negro guarded.- 
He however discovered her, from the glare of viv- 
id streams of lightning which were flashing through 
the sky, and instantly pursued her, caught her, and 
forced her to an out house, from which place the 
poor woman was not released till morning, and 
perhaps only saved her life by telling the negro 
that she did not know him. Early in the morn- 
ing she detailed the events of the night to a neigh- 
bour whose house she sought. The villian was 
immediately chased, caught, and lodged in jail, 
from which he broke in a few days, and shifted 
his haunts to another neighbourhood, fifteen or 
twenty miles from the scene of his crime. After 
being at liberty a few days, he went to the house 
of a man by the name ofDeason, and informed him 
that his (Deason’s) mother, who lives at some con 
sidurable distance from Deason’s was very sick and 
desired to see him. The credulous man started 
to see his mother, when the lawless negro forth- 
with entered the house. Mrs. Deason became 
alarmed and fled. The villian followed and caught 
her. Mrs Deason being a large and strong woman, 
resisted this modern Pluto long, with a hope of sa- 
ving her 9elf from the untimely purpose of her as- 
sailant; but she was finally overpowered, when the 
fellow left her. He was, however, quickly se-
